Air Corps Promotion Bill 

Early action by the House will be 
sought on the Air Corps temporary pro 
motion bill, S. 2182, by Chairman May of 
the House Military Affairs Committee, 
who this week told the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL that he intended to bring the 
meusure to the floor ahead of the calendar 
by asking for a suspension of rules, 

The bill provides for temporary promo 
tions by selection in all grades below gen 
eral officer of officers of the Regular Army 
Air Corps, Air Reserve, and of officers of 
the National Guard and Army of the 
United States attached to Air Force units 
and staffs. 

If the bill passes the House as amended 
by the Military Committee it must re 
turn to the Senate for concurrence on the 
committee amendment which restricts 
life of the legislation to the duration of 
the war. 





Army Uniform Allowances 

Early action on legislation to provide 
a $150 uniform allowance for officers of 
the Army of the United States newly re 
porting on duty will be sought by House 
Military Committee Chairman May. Rep 
resentative May will seek to bring the 
bill before the House within the next few 
days. 

If the House passes the bill as amend- 
ed by the committee, the bill, S. 1891, 
must then return to the Senate for con 
currence in the amendments.

Resume Pay Discussion; 
Dept. Asked for Data 


The Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee subcommittee charged with considera 
tion of 8, 2025, the interdepartmental pay 
bill, met this week to hold its first dis 
cussion of the bill since the public hearing 
on 17 Noy. 1941. 

A third meeting is scheduled as soon 
as additional information requested from 
the War Department is received, This 
meeting possibly will be held this coming 
week, it was indicated by Senator Kdwin 
(. Johnson, of Colo., subcommittee chair- 
man. 

Four of the five members of the sub 
committee were present, a greater num 
ber than was present at the publie hear 
ing on 17 Nov., but little action was taken 
beside a general discussion of the bill 
and a decision to request the War De 
partment to modify its data on costs of 
the new bill. 

Present beside Chairman Johnson 
were Senators Downey, of California, 
Gurney of South Dakota and Hill of Ala 
bama. Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, 
the fifth member, was unable to attend. 

The Bureau of the Budget has not yet 
reported its approvai or disapproval of 
S$. 2025. 

Senator Johnson, therefore, is most 
anxious to present the measure to the 
Senate in the most economical light pos 
sible, and is anxious to learn the effect 
on enlisted pay of the bonus of $10 paid 
to each enlisted man who has had a year’s 
service. 

The amount by which the increases 
under the proposed bill will be reduced by 
elimination of the $10 bonus will be real 
ized when it is remembered that for pri 
vates with more than one but less than 
three years’ service, pay will be increased 
by only $2 a month, and privates in that 
category make up a large part of the 
Army. 

A further illustration is obtained from 
the figures of the interdepartmental pay 
committee, When they submitted their re 
port the first of November, they estimated 
cost of the bill for all ranks and services 
at $874,383.578. Of this amount, $288,329, 
335 would be caused by increases in en 
listed pay. Of the increase for the Army 
of $272,810,230, enlisted men would re 
ceive $208,289,445—a cost which would be 
$60,854,740 greater if the $10 bonus had 
heen retained. 

Since elimination of the 810) bonus 
largely counterbalances pay increases to 
low-ranking men, many millions of dol 
lars will be deducted from the additional 
costs of the bill as computed by the in 
terdepartmental pay committee if the 
value of the $10 bonus being paid to the 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard ts 
computed and deducted, At the time the 
committee submitted its study, it had not 
been determined that the bonus was ap 
plicable to other services than the Army.

Reservists to Regular Navy 


An attempt to pass legislation author- 
izing commissioning of Naval and Ma- 
rine Reservists into the line and staff of 
the regular establishment. was blocked in 
the House on 2 Feb., by Rep. Ed. V. Izak, 
of Calif., who later explained that he felt 
the bill should not be passed until the 
House has an opportunity to debate it 
fully. 

Mr. Izak stated that safeguards should 
be thrown about the methods of appoint- 
ment to keep political appointees out of 
the Regular Navy, that numbers to be 
appointed should be specified to prevent 
commissioning of a lot of senior officers 
who would receive commissions only to 
fail on later selection and go on the re- 
tired list. On the other hand, he said, if 


few appointments are given, morale 
among the Reservists will be more 


harmed than benefitted. 





Restore Death as Punishment 

The President this week issued an ex- 
ecutive order removing all peacetime 
limitations on the punishments for vio- 
lation of the 58th, 59th, and 86th Articles 
of War. The 58th Article of War deals 
with deserting or attempting to desert ; 
the 59th prohibits advising and aiding 
another to desert, and the 86th covers 
misbehaviour of a sentinel, including 
leaving of post or falling asleep on post 
and similar offenses,

Interested as to the identity of that 
soldier mentioned in the Roberts Report 
who remained on duty at his aircraft

velt this week stated that, “I am officially 
advised that he is Pvt. Joseph L. Lock 
ard, member of the Aircraft Warning 
Regiment, Hawaiian Department. 

In his letter to the President, Repre 
sentative Harness said, “It is officially 
reported that the warning system was in 
operation from 4 2. m. to 7 a. m. on the 
morning of the attack, but that Private 
Lockard was so desirous of improving 
his technical skill that he remained on 
duty at his own request. Almost imme 
diately after the warning system would 
have been closed, or at 7:02 a. m., Private 
Lockard detected a large flight of planes 
at a distance estimated to be 130 miles 
from Oahu.

Enlisted Promotion Modified 


The War Department this week fur- 
ther modified its promotion policy for en- 
listed men, removing a requirement that 
promotions should be made in accordance 
with tables of organization, decentraliz- 
ing nearly all Air Corps promotions, and 
authorizing commanding officers who 
may make promotions to delegate that 
authority in turn to commanders of their 
subordinate units. 

The changes were contained in Circular 
No, 25, 28 Jan., which substitutes new 
paragraphs for paragraphs one, four, five 
and ten, of Army Regulations 615-5, 15 
April 1936, as modified by Circular No, 
73, War Department 1940; Circular No. 
72; Circular No. 122; Circular No. 136; 
Cireular No, 179; and Circular No, 191, 
all War Department, 1941, 

The new circular gives authority for 
the promotion of master and technical 
sergeants, Air Corps, within their com- 
mands by the commanding generals, tech- 
nical training command, training centers, 
air service command, each air force, and 
the Air Force Combat Command. This 
promotion policy has been under study 
since the outbreak of war. 

Formerly all promotions of these high- 
est noncommissioned officers were made 
from more than 35 “master” eligible lists 
maintained in the Office of the Chief of 
Air Corps. The new provision makes it 
possible for the first time in the history 
of the Air Corps for commanders to make 
“spot” promotions of technical and mas- 
ter sergeants. Heretofore all such recom- 
mendations for promotion of these officers 
had to be forwarded to the Chief of Air 
Corps for approval. 

Only a small percentage of Air Corps 
promotions will now be made by the Chief 
of Air Corps. This small number consists 
solely of men in small detached units. 


The new paragraphs authorizing the 
change in the promotion system are as 
follows: 

1. General; authorization.-a, Appointments 
of noncommissioned officers and privates, first 
class, will conform strictly to War Depart- 
ment authorization. 

b. The commanding officer of a unit to 
which an allotment of grades and ratings Is 
authorized by the War Department, will de- 
termine and suballot a definite proportion to 
his subordinate commanders authorized to 
make appointments, 

4. Definitions.—As used in these regula- 
tions, the term “regiment” includes Air Corps 
wing or group, school command, replacement 
training center group, reception center, unit 
training center, and station complement; the 
term “battalion” includes squadron of cavalry 
or engineers: the term “company” includes 
battery, troop, Air Corps squadron, detached

“For exceptionally meritorious and dis- 
tinguished services in the performance of 
duties of great responsibility as Chief of 
the Construction Division, Office of the 
Quartermaster General, from 11 Dee. 
1940, to 24 Noy. 1941,” Brig. Gen. Brehon 
B. Somervell, Assistant Chief of Staff, 
Supply Division, War Department Gen- 
eral Staff, has been cited for an award of 
an Oak-Leaf Cluster, Distinguished Ser- 
vice Medal. 

During his service as Chief of the Con- 
struction Division, General Somervell 
supervised the greatest building program 
of modern times, as the Army expanded 
its manpower and simultaneously called 
for facilities, for the manufacture of war 
materiel. The War Department, lauding 
General Somervell for his excellent per- 
formance of duty, says in the citation, 
“Brigadier General Somervell carried out 
his duties with energy and ability, and 
the success with which the Construction 
Division, under his leadership and in- 
spiration, provided shelter and other 
needed construction in record-breaking 
time, has contributed in a marked degree 
to the preparedness of the Army and the 
defense of the country.” 





Funds for Army Planes 

The President this week approved ap- 
propriations totalling $12,525,872,474 for 
83,000 Army airplanes and $30,000,000 for 
construction, of Douglas Dam on French 
Broad River. 

The appropriation measure, H. R, 6448, 
known as the fourth supplemental na- 
tional defense appropriation bill for 1942, 
provides money for construction and 
arming of 23,000 combat and 10,000 train- 
ing planes. 

Of the total appropriated, $9,041,373,- 
000 is for construction of the planes, $1,- 
547,048,529 is for ordnance, $680,242,180 
is for Signal Corps equipment, $323,308,- 
675 is for Chemical Warfare Service 
equipment, inciuding incendiary bombs, 
and $933,000,000 is to expedite produc- 
tion. 

Testifying before House committees on 
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the measure, Lt. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, 
Deputy Chief of Staff for Air, said that 
the program was not quite up to the 
President’s goal of 60,000 planes in 1942 
and 125,000 planes in 1943, but that “we 
have under way in the War Department 
plans that are being prepared to meet the 
President’s goal. This present request for 
funds was made before the President’s 
message,”

Marine Marksmanship 


Commenting on press reports praising 
the markmanship of Marines on the Ba- 
taan Peninsula and the island fortress 
of Corregidor, Philippine Islands, U. 8. 
Marine Corps Headquarters in a press 
announcement this week explained that 
“there is no secret about how they ‘get 
that way’ with a .30-caliber rifle.” 


“Before World War I,” Headquarters 
stated, “the Marine Corps had stressed 
the policy of ‘accuracy of fire’ above 
‘volume of fire,’ and when the word was 
passed that those who did not qualify 
with the rifle would not go to France, 
there was a very high percentage of 
qualification that year, despite a great 
influx of new men. Demonstrative of 
their marksmanship, officials recalled, 
was the action at Belleau Woods, near 
the close of the war, when Marines of 
the Second Division took such heavy toll 
of the enemy with rifle fire alone that 
that particular sector of the last big 
German drive was broken. 


“When the National Rifle Matches, 
featuring competition between military, 
naval and civilian teams, were started 
in 1903, the Marine Corps placed great 
emphasis on its teams, and of the 31 
times the National Team Match has been 
held since then, Marine teams have won 
15 times. The Marines also have won 15 
of 38 meets of the President’s Match, 
rated by many as the ‘number one’ 
match in the United States. Lieutenant 
General Thomas Holcomb, present Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps, was a 
member of the first Marine team to win 
the National Team Match in 1911.” 





Wearing of Navy Uniforms 


All members of the Naval service must 
wear the uniform of the day at all times 
except when engaged in exercise or except 
in the home with less than three guests 
present, the Navy Department announced 
this week. 


The complete text of the Navy’s an- 
nouncement is as follows: 


“Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox 
today ordered members of the Naval ser- 
vice to wear the uniform of the day at all 
times except when engaged in exercise or 
except in the home with less than three 
guests present. 


“The order applies to the Navy, the 
Marine Corps, the Coast Guard, and their 
reserve organizations. 

“On 7 Dec. 1941 the Secretary ordered 
all members of the service into uniform, 
but specified that use of uniforms would 
be required only when on duty or while 
traveling by government conveyance.’

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Pay of Missing Personnel 


The House of Representatives has 
passed and the Senate Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee has begun consideration of legisla- 
tion, H.R. 6446, to provide for continuing 
pay of service personnel and civilian em- 
ployees of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments during periods of absence from post 
of duty as prisoners of war or as missing 
casualties. 

As passed by the House, the bill would 
make provision for the support of de- 
pendents of personnel of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Coast Guard, includ- 
ing the retired and reserve components of 
those services, and civilian employees of 
the War and Navy Departments, who have 
heen reported as missing, missing in ac- 
tion, interned in a neutral country, or cap- 
tured by an enemy, and who are not pre- 
gumed to be dead or to have deserted. 

In general, the purposes of the bill are 
to provide authorization for the continued 
payment or credit in the accounts, of the 
pay and allowances of missing persons 
for 1 year following the date of com- 
mencement of absence from their posts 
of duty or until such persons have been 
dficially declared dead; the continued 
payment for the same period of the allot- 
ments for the support of dependents and 
for the payment of insurance premiums, 
and for regular monthly payments to the 
dependents of missing persons, in the 
game manner in which allotments are 
paid, in those instances in which the miss- 
ing persons had neglected to provide for 
their dependents through the medium of 
allotments, such payments to be deducted 
from the pay of the missing persons in 
the same manner in which allotments are 
paid. 

In describing the bill the House Com- 
mittee said: 

Section 1 would apply this bill to al! com- 
missioned officers, warrant officers, enlisted 
men and nurses, including those of the re- 
tired list and reserve components on active 
duty in the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and 
Coast Guard, wherever serving, and to civil- 
fan officers and employees of the Naval Es- 
tablishment when assigned to duty outside 
the continental limits of the United States. 
This section also defines dependents as now 
defined under existing law extended to in- 
dude a dependent designated in official 
records. 

Section 2 provides that any person in active 
ervice who is officially reported as missing, 
missing in action, interned in a neutral coun- 
try or captured by an enemy shall be entitled 
to receive or to have credited to his account 
his regular pay and allowances provided he 
has not been officially reported as absent with- 
out authority. However, should proper au- 
thority determine that the person had been 
absent without authority, he shall be indebt- 
ed to the Government in the amount of pay- 
ments made for his benefit during such 
absence, 

Section 3 provides that any person entitled 
under section 2 to receive pay and allowances 








who has made an allotment of pay for the 
support of dependents or for the payment of 
insurance premiums shall be entitled to have 
such allotments continued for 12 months from 
date of commencement of absence notwith- 
standing the period for which the allotments 
were executed may have expired during such 
time. In the absence of a previously executed 
allotment, or where an existing allotment is 
not sufficient for reasonable support of a de- 
pendent and for the payment of insurance 
premiums, the head of the department con- 
cerned may direct that an allotment not in 
excess of the base pay, plus longevity, of the 
person concerned, be paid to the dependent 
or the insurer. 

The payment of the allotment for support 
of the dependent during the initial period of 
6 months’ absence would be made without re- 
gard to the fact that the 6 months’ death 
gratuity may be paid later. Upon the ex- 
piration of the initial 6 months’ period, no 
decision having been made as to the status 
of the individual, the payment of the allot- 
ments to the dependent and for insurance, if 
any, would continue for an additional period 
not to exceed 6 months. 

If it is later determined that death actually 
occurred subsequent to the expiration of the 
first 6 months’ period any amount paid sub- 
sequent to date of death during the 6 months’ 
period shall be deducted from the 6 months’ 
death gratuity. This section also provides 
that premiums on Government life insurance 
issued on the life of the missing person may 
be paid not to exceed such 12 months’ period; 
any premiums paid subsequent to declared 
date of death to revert to the proper appro- 
priations. 

Section 4 permits the head of the depart- 
ment concerned when, in his opinion, the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the absence of a 
missing person justifies such action, to direct 
the continuance, suspension, or resumption of 
payments of pay and allowances of such per- 
son. This section also prohibits payment of 
allotments for any period beyond 12 months 
following the officially reported date of com- 
mencement of absence, except as provided in 
section 6 relating to persons in the hands of 
an enemy or interned in a neutral country. 

Section 5 provides that upon the expiration 
of 12 months from the date a person is re- 
ported as missing, or missing in action, in 
the absence of an official report of death, the 
head of the department may issue notice of 
death of such person and following the issu- 
ance of such notice of death, the 6 months’ 
gratuity may be paid. In the event of the 
later return of such missing person, his pay 
account shall be reopened and charged with 
the amount of the death gratuity paid. 

Section 6 provides that upon official report 
that a missing person is alive and in the 
hands of the enemy or is interned in a neu- 
tral country the payments authorized by sec- 
tion 3 may be made for a period not to ex- 
tend beyond the date of receipt of evidence 
that the missing person is dead or has re- 
turned to the jurisdiction of the department 
concerned. 

Section 7 provides that the provisions ap- 
plicable to persons in the hands of an enemy 
shall also apply under regulations prescribed 
by the head of the department, to any person 
beleaguered or besieged by enemy forces, 

Section 8 ratifies the action of the Secretary 
in directing indefinite extension of existing 
allotments of other than missing and cap- 
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tured persons, and vests authority in the head 
of the executive department concerned to di- 
rect the making of new allotments in cases 
where such personnel were unable to register 
allotments. 

Section 9 makes it an offense punishable by 
fine of $2,000 or imprisonment for not more 
than 1 year, or both, to receive with intent to 
defraud any money, check, or allotment under 
this act. 

Section 10 makes conclusive the determina- 
tion of the head of the executive department 
concerned as to the status of the persons cov- 
ered by this act as well as any action taken 
by him, authorized by this act, as a result of 
such determination. 

Section 11 makes conclusive the determina- 
tion of the fact of dependency under the pro- 
visions of this act and amends existing law 
(U. 8. C., title 34, sec. 943) which requires in 
the case of certain claimants to the 6 months’ 
death gratuity, a finding that they are “ac- 
tually dependent,” by deleting the word 
“actually.” 

Section 12 provides financial protection for 
missing and captured persons where the head 
of the department directs payment which 
later is determined to have been contrary to 
the rights and desires of the individual, by 
vesting final settlement of the accounts of 
such individuals in the head of the depart- 
ment concerned, It also ratifies the action of 
the Secretary in directing disbursing officers 
to settle the accounts of survivors of casual- 
ties which resulted in loss or destruction of 
disbursing records. 

Section 13 authorizes deferment, for a limit- 
ed period, of the payment of Federal income 
tax in the case of members of the services 
and civilian officers or employees who, be- 
cause of their service are not in a position to 
pay such taxes. 

Section 14 makes the provisions of this act, 
except section 13, effective from 8 September 
1939.

HW disposition of the members of the pay subcommittee of the Senate Military 
"ll oman Committee to concern itself with the just interests of the enlisted and 
commissioned members of the armed forces was evidenced this week in the sub- 
committee’s action in asking the departments to recompute their figures of cost in light 
of the fact that the ten-dollar-a-month bonus for enlisted men with more than a year’s 
service has not been confined to the Army but is being applied to all the armed 
services. At the time the new pay bill went to Congress the $10 bonus applied only 
to the Army. The additional cost of the proposed bill, therefore, was computed on the 
basis of the Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, etc., being paid their base pay without 
the new bonus. Since then the Comptroller has ruled that these other services are 
entitled to the increase. However, the proposed pay schedules eliminate any such 
bonus and based the higher schedules on a simple pay-for-grade basis. Therefore 
Congress in figuring how much more the increase will cost will be materially thrown 
off if the bonus is not taken into consideration. As a matter of fact, the committee's 
action in calling for a readjustment of the cost figures may have some influence in the 
Bureau of the Budget’s decision as to whether it will endorse or reject the bill. 
War has brought a great expansion in the Armed forces, and a corresponding increase 
in the cost of a pay increase, Taking into consideration the fact that the $10-extra- 
after-a-year bonus would be excluded will offset a considerable amount of this increase 
cost. The committee has definitely shown its disposition in favor of a general pay in- 
crease. With even a half-hearted approval from the Bureau of the Budget, which 
means the President, the new, higher, scale would be enacted into law. There is a 
general disposition in Congress to recognize the fact that the service pay scales are 
too low for the proper maintenance of the enlisted and commissioned personnel and 
their families. That this is so has long been a recognized fact in the services. That 
it will be recognized by Congress is the hope of all personnel in all the services. 


Tiss Naval Service will view the new warrant officer bill just reported by the 
House Naval Affairs Committee with mixed emotions. “The purpose of the bill,” 
said the committee, “is to provide a suitable promotional outlet for the commissioned 
warrant officers and warrant officers of the Navy and Marine Corps.” The commit- 
tee further says the bill will “serve as a notice to the deserving young American, who 
is unable to secure a Congressional appointment to the United States Naval Academy, 
that the opportunity for a commission in the Navy is open to him by means of enlisting 
in the Navy with the view toward making that service a career.” The bill does give a 
chance for commissions to those who are not graduates of the Naval Academy, to “de- 
serving young Americans.” It is not a suitable promotional outlet to warrant officers. 

There are some criticisms of the bill, One is that the “deserving young Ameri- 
cans” must first rise to warrant rank, then serve three years before being eligible 
for appointment. No one knows how long this war will last, but it, will be a long 
war indeed if any of these “deserving young Americans” see action as officers. 
Secondly, it was not the warrant officers’ bill. Called upon to testify, their request 
for further promotion within their specialities was disregarded. They did achieve 
one very important amendment, that which will permit warrants to accept com- 
missions without loss of pay. Under the bill initial commissions may be as ensign, 
junior lieutenant or lieutenant, and the warrant who seeks a commission as ensign will 
know that he will have about seven years, with pay undiminished, to prepare him- 
self for the selection from lieutenant (junior grade) to lieutenarrt. Outstanding 
warrants may surmount this hurdle; however warrants who are noncommissioned 
officers of long and faithful service, but specialists in only one line, probably will not. 
There are those who say that the bill will wreck the present warrant grades. If the 
bill is really put into effect, and the Navy has promised that it will be, the warrant 
grades will not be used, as at present, to advance older noncommissioned officers skilled 
in one specialty or another. It will be used merely as a clearing ground for the 
“deserving young Americans” whom commanding officers think are of officer caliber. 
The bill should be further amended to open commissions to enlisted men under the 
same conditions now laid down for warrants. Then the present conception of the 
warrant grades would be preserved, “deserving young Americans” would be advanced 
more quickly, and the present warrants who can pass examinations for the various 
officer grades would have their chance.

Under the present regulations whic 
are most certain to be amended, a regj. 
dent license may be awarded only to thoge 
persons who are able to show evidence 
that they intend to reside in Alaska per. 
manently. This, of course, would preclude 
ali but an insignificant few of the Ameri. 
can military personnel now stationed ip 
Alaska. 

The decision to recommend that the 
hunting regulations be amended is a re 
sult of conferences held in Washingtop 
during the latter part of January among 
officials of the Fish and Wildlife Service, 
the Alaska Game Commission, and repre.

War Department, No. 83, 29 Jan. 

Philippine Theater: The following message 
from His Excellency Manuel Quezon, Presi- 
dent of the Philippine Commonwealth, was 
transmitted by General MacArthur to the War 
Department today: 

“The determination of the people of the 
Philippines to continue fighting side by side 
with the United States until victory is won 
has in no way been weakened by the tempo- 
rary reverses suffered by our arms. We are 
convinced that our sacrifices will be crowned 
with victory in the end and in that conviction 
we shall continue to resist the enemy with all 
our might. 

“Japanese military forces are occupying 
sections of the Philippines comprising only 
one-third of our territory. In the remaining 
areas constitutional government is still in 
operation under my authority. 

“IT have no direct information concerning 
the veracity of the news broadcast from 
Tokyo that a commission composed of some 
well-known Filipinos has been recently or- 
ganized in Manila to take charge of certain 
functions of civil government. The organi- 
mtion of such a commission, if true, can 
have no political significance not only be- 
cause it is charged merely with purely ad- 
ministrative functions but also because the 
acquiescence by its members to serve in the 
commission was evidently for the purpose 
of safeguarding the welfare of the civilian 
population and can, in no way, reflect the 
sentiments of the Filipino toward the enemy. 
Such sentiments are still those I have re- 
peatedly expressed in the past: Loyalty to 
America and resolute resistance against the 
invasion of our territory and liberties.” 

Navy Department, No. 35, 29 Jan. 

Central Pacific: Two enemy submarines ap- 
peared off Midway Island with the intention 
of shelling it. They were driven away by 
the artillery fire of our garrison. One hit 
was scored on one of the attacking sub- 
marines. No damage was inflicted on the Mid- 
way Garrison and there were no injuries to 
personnel. 

Atlantic Area: Enemy submarines continue 
to operate off the East Coast of the United 
States and are reported as far south as 
Florida. Counter measures by our forces 
are increasingly effective. 

War Department, No. 84, 30 Jan. 

Philippine Theater: Fighting on the Bataan 
Peninsula was light during the past twenty- 
four hours. There was practically no enemy 
air activity. 

The arrival of fresh Japanese troops at the 
front and movements behind the line indicate 
preparations by the enemy for the resump- 
tion of a large-scale offensive. 

General MacArthur today sent the follow- 
ing message to the President: 

“Today, 30 January, the anniversary of 
your birth, smoke-begrimed men, covered 
with the marks of battle, rise from the fox 
holes of Bataan and the batteries of Cor- 
tegidor to pray reverently that God may bless 
immeasurably the President of the United 
States.” 

War Department, No. 85, 30 Jan, 

Philippine Theater: On 10 January, 1942, 
Japanese airplanes dropped leaflets over our 
lines in the Philippines bearing the follow- 
ing message: 

“To General Douglas MacArthur, Com- 
mander in Chief, United States Army Forces 
in the Far East. 

Sir: 


“You are well aware that you are doomed. 
The end is near. The question is how long 
you will be able to resist. You have already 
cut rations by half. I appreciate the fighting 
spirit of yourself and your troops who have 
been fighting with courage. Your prestige 
and honor have been upheld. 

“However, in order to avoid needless blood- 
shed and to save your Ist, 31st Divisions, and 
the remnants of other divisions, together with 
your auxiliary troops, you are advised to 
sirrender, In the meantime we shall con- 
tinue our offensive as I do not wish to give 
you time for defense. If you decide to com- 
Ply with our advice send a mission as soon 
%§ possible to our front line. We shall then 
‘fase firing and negotiate an armistice. Fail- 
ing that our offensive will be continued with 
inexorable force which will bring upon you 
only disaster, 

“Hoping your wise counsel will so prevail

General MacArthur and his troops paid 
no attention to the message. 

Enemy airplanes are now redistributing 
this leaflet, on the back of which has been 
added the following message, directed especi- 
ally to the Filipino troops: 

“To the Filipino soldiers: 

“The outcome of the present combat has 
been already decided and you are cornered 
to the doom. At this time ever generous 
Commander in Chief of Japanese Expedition- 
ary Forces in order to avoid further annihila- 
tion of your dear lives has presented to your 
Commander in Chief, General MacArthur, a 
letter as shown on the back page of this 
leaflet. But, however, being unable to realize 
the present situation, blinded General Mac 
Arthur has stupidly refused our proposal and 
continues futile struggle at the cost of your 
precious lives. 

“Dear Filipino soldiers there are still one 
way left for you. That is to give up all your 
weapons at once and surrender to the Jap- 
anese forces before it is too late, then we 
shall fully protect you. We repeat the last. 
Surrender at once and build your new Philip- 
pines for and by Filipinos. 

“Commander in Chief of the 
“Japanese Expeditionary Forces.” 

This message has occasioned much mirth 
among the Filipino soldiers, who are con- 
tinuing their resistance with loyalty, courage 
and resolution. 

Hawaii: The Commanding General, 
Hawaiian Department, reports that more than 
half of those wounded in the Japanese at- 
tack of December 7, 1941, have fully recovered 
and have returned to duty. The total num- 
ber wounded was 428. Of those 230 are now 
back on duty. 

War Department, No, 86, 31 Jan. 

Philippine Theater: There was sporadic 
fighting on the Bataan Peninsula during the 
past twenty-four hours. Determined enemy 
attempts at infiltration through our lines 
were frustrated. Some Japanese prisoners 
were taken, 

Practically no hostile air activity was noted. 
War Department, No, 87, 1 Feb. 
Philippine Theater: Several strong enemy 
thrusts at our lines on Bataan Peninsula 
during the past twenty-four hours were re- 
pelled. A night attack on our center was 
thrown back. The fighting was heavy, but 
all of our positions were firmly held. Enemy 
losses were relatively large. Artillery activi 
ty on both sides was heavy throughout the 

day. 

An enemy force assembled at Ternate on 
the south side of Manila Bay, opposite Cor- 
regidor, apparently with the object of at- 
tempting a landing on our island fortifica- 
tions. Numerous launches and barges were 
collected near Ternate for the projected ex- 
pedition. Our big guns were suddenly con- 
centrated on this force. The surprise was 
complete and the force and its equipment 
were destroyed. 

Navy Department, No. 36, 1 Feb. 

Central Pacific: A surprise attack has been 
made upon Japanese Naval and air bases in 
the Marshall and Gilbert Islands. The attack 
was executed by surface and air units of the 
United States Pacific Fleet. 

In the Marshalls, bases on the Islands of 
Jaluit, Wotje, Kwajalein, Roi ( in the Kwa- 


jalein Atoll), and Taroa (in the Maloelap 
Atoll) were raided. 
Makin Island, occupied by the Japanese 


since 7 Dec., 1941, also was attacked. 

Admiral Nimitz reports that while no large 
enemy combatant vessels were found, many 
enemy fleet auxillaries were sunk, beached 
or otherwise damaged extensively. 

Japanese military installations on shore 
were hit hard by Naval aviation units and 
shell fire. Many enemy airplanes were de- 
stroyed both on the ground and in the air. 





Our Naval aircraft struck the enemy posi- 
tions and ships with bombs, torpedoes and 
guns. 

Our surface ships meanwhile heavily bom- 
barded several of the enemy’s key shore posi- 
tions. 

Two of our surface vessels received minor 
damage from near bomb misses. 

Eleven American aircraft failed to return 
from the attack. Our total personnel losses 
are not yet known, but are believed to have 
been slight. 

War Department, No. 88, 2 Feb. 

Philippine Theater: During the past twen- 
ty-four hours the enemy attacked on the 
right and left of our troops in Bataan. 
These attacks were repulsed with heavy 
Japanese losses. This action was a continu- 
ance of the fighting which has been in 
progress during the past few days. 

Attacks were launched on the east and west 
sectors by the 16th and 65th Japanese 
divisions, under command of Lieutenant 
General Nara. These assaults were coordi- 
nated and timed to take place simultaneously. 
Headlong thrusts were made on the west 
coast, aimed at what the enemy mistakenly 
thought to be our flank and rear. 

Picked groups known as Tatori executed 
simultaneous attacks at several points along 
the west coast line, like the fingers of a 
clawing hand. Captured aerial maps showed 
the Japanese plan and the urgent character 
of the mission. There was savage fighting 
in the underbrush. Our infantry, supported 
by artillery and mortar fire, forced the in- 
vaders back to the coast. Those who at- 
tempted flight by sea were drowned. The 
others were destroyed or captured. 

In the east sector, the Japanese 65th 
division attempted a frontal attack and an 
envelopment in the Pilar area. The frontal 
attack was made by the 142nd Japanese In- 
fantry. A simultaneous attempt at envelop- 
ment was made by the Japanese l4ist and 
122nd regiments of Infantry. The frontal 
attack was stopped by our artillery fire be- 
fore it got well under way. The envelopment 
was repulsed with heavy losses to the 
Japanese. 

With reference to the fighting on the west 
coast, General MacArthur said: 

“All enemy thrusts on the west coast have 
now been completely mastered, The enemy 
troops employed in this desperate venture 
were his best. They were shock units 
especially trained and selected. They have 
now been entirely destroyed. They resisted 
with the courage which is characteristic of 
Japanese troops but at the end were glad to 
surrender. They are being treated with the 
respect and consideration which their gal- 
lantry so well merits.” 


War Department, No. 89, 2 Feb. 

Southwest Pacific: Several air raids on 
enemy shipping and air flelds were carried 
out by small formations of heavy American 
Army bombers of the Flying Fortress type. 

Our bombers raided the Japanese air flelds 
at Kuala Lumpur and Kuantan in Malaya. 
On account of poor visibility it was impos- 
sible to determine the results of these at- 
tacks. Our planes returned to their base un- 
damaged. 

Enemy fighter planes intercepted four of 
our bombers which were en route to attack 
Japanese shipping in the harbor of Balik- 
papan on the Island of Borneo. In the ensu- 
ing fight, nine enemy planes were shot down, 
One of our bombers was lost. 


War Department, No. 00, 3 Feb. 

Philippine Theater: Two Japanese attempts 
to land troops on the west coast of Bataan 
were broken up during the night of 2 Feb. 
1942. 

The first raid by the Tatori group of spe- 
cial shock troops was made early in the 
evening. This was frustrated by our artillery 
fire. 
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A second and more serious attempt was 
made at midnight. A large number of barges 
under naval escort approached the coast. The 
raid was discovered by a few of our night fly- 
ing pursuit planes which immediately at- 
tacked the convoy with light bombs and ma- 
chine gun fire. 

As the enemy troops approached the shore, 
our beach defense force attacked with artillery 
and machine guns. The Japanese force suf- 
fered heavy casualties in men and boats. On 
the following morning a number of disabled 
barges were found along the beaches. Some 
of these were burning and others were adrift. 
None of the invading group reached shore. 

Ground operations on our left flank were 
of a minor character. The frontal pressure 
of the Japanese 16th (Kimura) Division in 
this sector relaxed. Some enemy pockets 
were found where isolated groups of Japanese 
soldiers are being mopped up. 

On our right where General Nara’s 65th 
Division had previously attempted, by a 
frontal attack, to drive a wedge between our 
forces, we made a successful counter attack. 
Our troops overran three lines of enemy 
trenches, capturing considerable equipment. 

During the past twenty-four hours there 
has been moderate enemy air activity in sup- 
port of ground action. 

In the recent fighting in the Philippines, 
Brig. Gen. Clinton A. Pierce, USA, was 
slightly wounded in action, 


Navy Department, No. 37, 3 Feb, 

A motor torpedo boat of Admiral Hart's 
Far Kastern Command is believed to have tor- 
pedoed an enemy warship in night action in- 
side Manila Bay. Although under heavy fire 
of the warship’s guns and in the full glare 
of her searchlights, the motor torpedo boat 
managed to fire two torpedoes and to survive 
the action without being hit. 

A naval battalion composed of bluejackets 
and marines has been organized and is fight- 
ing on Bataan Peninsula with General Mac- 
Arthur’s Command, 

The USS Neches, a naval tanker, has been 
torpedoed and sunk by an enemy submarine. 
One hundred and twenty-six members of the 
crew have reached port safely. Fifty-six men 
are as yet unaccounted for. 


War Department, No. 01, 4 Feb. 
Philippine Theater: During the night of 
3 Feb., elements of the 16th (Kimura) Divi- 
sion made a local attack on our left flank 
in Bataan. The attack was sharply repulsed. 
Our troops continued to mop up tattered 
remnants of the Japanese who had previously 
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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The value of money as a sinew of war again is receiving practical 
demonstration, The policy of financial assistance to the United or friendly nations, 
has strengthened all those nations internally, and increased their trade, and thus 
has fortified their resistance against the Axis Powers and Japan. In some cases 
the United States agreed to make substantial advance payments to assist in pro- 
duction and other purposes. In connection with the purchase from Canada of 340,000 
tons of aluminum by the Metals Reserve Company, for delivery through 1944, and 
involving approximately $136,000,000, Washington advanced $50,000,000 to finance 
the expansion of power and plant facilities. The Defense Supplies Corporation Jast 
September contracted with Amtorg Trading Corporation for the purchase of approxi- 
mately $100,000,000 of Russian materials, and agreed to advance $50,000,000 of this 
sum for use by the Soviet Government in the purchase of supplies from this country. 
Another RFC subsidiary, the Export-Import Bank has been active since 1934 in pro- 
viding financial aid to the other American countries. In 1940 the activities of 
the Bank were greatly expanded to alleviate the serious disturbances of the economic 
life of Latin America resulting from the war. Loans made during the past year by 
this institution included $20,000,000 to Brazil for the construction of a steel mill 
for which $25,000,000 in Brazilian funds also were to be invested, Haiti received 
$5,000,000 for the development of rubber and other tropical products. Loans were 
made also to other Latin American countries to enable them to purchase United States 
agricultural and industrial products. The latest loan granted was that to Bolivia 
amounting to $25,000,000 for local improvements, 

With the exception of credits advanced to Finland in the winter of 1939-40, and 
to Russia since she was invaded, China is the only country outside the Western 
Hemisphere to receive Export-Import Bank assistance from the time war broke 
out in Europe. Three credits aggregating $95,000,000 were established in 1940 to 
finance the sales of American supplies to China, Repayment; of these credits and 
others previously granted amounting to $138,200,000 has been provided for largely 
out of shipments of tung oil, tin, tungsten and other strategic materials. In addition 
to the assistance rendered by the Export-Import Bank, the Stabilization Fund extended 
a $50,000,000 credit to China. 

Recently the Chung-King Government asked for an additional loan of $500,000,000, 
and applied for a loan from Britain in the sum of £50,000,000, It stated that these 
moneys were necessary to stabilize its currency, and to pay cash for munitions and 
raw materials, Stabilization of currency obviously is of prime importance since the 
Japanese have pursued their usual tactics to depreciate the value of the Chung-King 
money, and, in consequence, producers and merchants begin to look with suspicion 
upon it. The Chiang Kai-Shek authorities explained that while their Government is 
badly in need of financial support, refusal of their loan applications would not mean 
they would negotiate with Japan. The latter has approached them with new and 
more attractive offers to end the war. Those offers have been flatly rejected, the 
Chinese Premier being determined to continue hostilities until Japanese troops have 
been expelled from his country. But it was pointed out that a stronger China would 
enable more effective military operations through larger Armies and better equipment 
for and supply of those Armies, and this could be done only if there were available 
dollars and pounds sterling and possibly gold. The argument was so reasonable that 
the President at once asked Congress to give authority to make the grant, and the 
legislation to this end is on its way to enactment. The British Government likewise 
has moved. As a result, China will be in a better position to prosecute the war, and 
an atmosphere has been created at Chung-King, which it is believed, will cause the 
Government there to resist the further overtures Japan is expected to make. 

Control over foreign funds and foreign exchange transactions administered by 
the Treasury under the President’s executive order of April 10, 1940, and subsequent 
extensions which now apply to 32 foreign countries, and affect more than $7,000,000,000 
of foreign-owned assets in the United States, affords restrictions on foreign trade 
and other transactions, which parallels and reenforces in many respects other 
measures affecting trade. Under the impact of the war, the United States Government 
has become a foreign trader on a multibillion dollar scale. It procures out of its own 
resources vast quantities of war supplies for transfer to embattled nations whose 
triumph is vital to pur security. It also undertakes directly or assists in the procure- 
ment of goods required by other countries whose welfare is essential to national 
and hemispherie security, and provides financial aid to many of these countries to 
assist in their economic development, and to combat the disruptive effects of the 
war. It is purchasing and importing great stores of strategic and critical materials 
to hold in reserve and to meet the current needs of defense production. 

In addition to participating directly in exports and imports on an increasing 
scale, the Government has found it imperative to assume control in one way or another 
over almost all other aspects of trade. Most export commodities are subject to 
licensing requirements, and this control is virtually complete in categories of impor- 
tance to national defense. Foreign exchange and financial transactions with many 
foreign countries and their nationals are under official control, and are blocked 
whenever they involve benefits to nations, whose policies menace American security. 
Maritime transportation is controlled to give precedence to shipments most urgently 
required, while less essential imports and exports must wait their turn. 

Although their major purposes have been clear, it was inevitable says the 
Department of Commerce, that in the rapid development of such far-reaching emer- 
gency controls over foreign trade, there should have been some overlapping of func- 
tions, differences in criteria, and variation in effectiveness, The increasing necessity 
for complete coordination between economic policies and their integration with 
foreign policy as a whole led to the creation on July 30 of the Economic Defense 
Board. 


In the Executive Order establishing the Board, the field of “economic defense” 
is broadly defined to embrace all aspects of foreign trade and other international 
economic and financial activities. Within this field the Board is instructed to advise 
the President on essential measures and functions; coordinate the policies and actions 
of other departments and agencies to assure unity and balance; develop integrated 
plans for coordinated action by other departments and agencies and use all appro- 
priate means to assure that such plans are carried into effect; make investigations 
on the relationship of economic defense to post-war economic reconstruction; and 
review existing or proposed legislation, and make recommendations for such addi- 
tional legislation as may be necessary. 














While the objectives and methods of economic defense policy have already been 
indicated by previous measures and actions, certain phases on which stress would 
be placed were mentioned by the Vice President, as chairman of the Economic Defenge 
Board, on 17 September 1941, in announcing the transfer to that agency of the Office 
of Export Control. The Vice President stated that a “determined intensification” 
of the policy of preventing shipments to Axis-dominated countries was necessary; 
that other nations still free, particularly other American countries, must get enough 
goods to maintain the stability of their economies insofar as possible; and that 
increased supplies of critically needed materials must be obtained, with further 
adjustments in shipping to achieve this goal and with particular emphasis oy 
securing additional supplies from other Western Hemisphere countries. It is apparent 
these activities impinge on the United Nations, and, therefore, are a matter of 
concern to them. Governments such as Argentina and Chile, which were unwilling 
to declare war at the Rio de Janeiro conference, are participating in a Pan American 
economics committee, and as a result of such participation are expected eventually 
to join in Pan American solidarity. Probably this will be the immediate case with 
Chile, which elected a pro-United States presidential candidate last Sunday, 


Ordnance Department—By the end of 1942, at least 2,000 freight cars a day wil! 
be required for ordnance shipments, the War Department reported this week in ap 
announcement which stated that railroad shipments of Ordnance Department items 
increased almost 1000 per cent between 1 Oct., 1941, and 15 Jan., 1942. 

Further production progress comes in the reports that a total of 5,659 prime con. 
tracts and 30,340 subcontracts were inspected by Ordnance Department during the 
month of Dec., 1941, and that manufacture of caliber .30 ball ammunition during 
the first three weeks of January nearly doubled production for the corresponding 
period in December. 

The increase in the .30 caliber production is due primarily to the greatly ex. 
panded production at new government-owned ammunition plants, whose production 
lines are just being put into operation following many months of construction. 

Weapons which fire the .30 caliber ammunition include the Garand Rifle, the 
U. 8. Rifle, M1903, and caliber .30 machine guns. 

Lt. Col. J. Worthen Proctor, OD, has been assigned to duty as Fourth Corps Area

Chaplains—Attached to the circular letter which went out this week from the Ot 
tice of the Chief of Chaplains to more than 1600 chaplains now serving with the 
Army was a portion of the actual ribbon cut by General George C. Marshall, Chief 
of Staff, at the Initiatory Ceremony at Arlington Cantonment, Va., Chapel on 27 
July, 1941. The Arlington Chapel was the first of 555 regimental chapels to be com- 
pleted, the remainder of which have virtually all been completed. 

The Rey. 8. Arthur Devan, Director of the General Commission on Army and 
Navy Chaplains, is now on an extended trip of visitation to camps and Army and 
Navy stations in the west and southwest. His first visit will be at the 9th Corps 
Area Headquarters, Ft. Douglas, Utah. 


Quartermaster Corps—tIn order to provide facilities for the training of Army per- 
sonnel as baking instructors, the War Department has leased the buildings and 
equipment of the American Institute of Baking, Chicago, which represents many of 
the nation’s large bakeries. Also acquired by the Army is the staff of civilian experts 
of the Institute who will serve as instructors. 

Courses, which are scheduled to begin early in March, are under direction of the 
Quartermaster Corps which will operate the newly-acquired school. Approximately 
72 enlisted men will be trained every six weeks in both field and post baking methods. 
A complete Army field bakery will be installed at the school in addition to the com 
mercial bakery already there, Quartermaster Corps officials disclosed this week. 

“For many years a five years’ supply of canned foods was maintained in our 
island fortress, Corregidor, sufficient to sustain the entire garrison on Luzon. In 
recent years this was reduced to a two years’ supply.” This revelation comes from 4 
paper delivered by Maj. Jesse H. White, QMC, late last week before the Canned 
Meats Section of the National Canners Association Convention, meeting in Chicago. 

In his paper, which gave a detailed analysis of meat problems and the Army, 
Major White said that “America ranks fourth in the per capita consumption of 
meats, being exceeded by New Zealand, Argentine, and Australia.” He pointed out 
that “in the American Army approximately one-half of the cost of the ration is spent 
for meat,” and that, “the American soldier consumes almost one pound of meat & 
day, which makes him the No. 1 meat eater of the world.” 

Brig. Gen. Joseph E. Barzynski, commanding general of the Chicago Quarter- 
master Depot, has announced that the new all-purpose liner or insert, one of the 
component parts of the Army’s new steel helmet, is now being procured by Chicago 
Depot. The helmet, composed of four parts—the steel body, the liner, the head band, 
and the neck band, weighs 2% pounds, and its adjustable head band gives a range 
in size from 6% to 7%. 

The liner is fabricated from fibre with a cloth cover or plastic without the 
covering. It can be worn in place of the usual headgear under any conditions whid 
do not require the steel body, which would be necessary in actual battle or as pro 
tection from bomb shrapnel. The helmet provides more protection for the neck and 
sides of the head as a result of its pot-shaped design. Flanges have been designed to 
permit free use of the neck and to avoid interference in handling firearms. At the 
same time that bid inivitations were sent out for 2,200,000 pair of gloves, it wa 
announced late last week that the Chicago Quartermaster Depot has been designated 
as the sole glove procurement agency for the Army. 


Corps of Engineers—In order to provide more adequate housing protection for 8e* 
eral hundred thousand troops, the Corps of Engineers has undertaken the conversio 
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of permanent tent construction to “hutments” in 24 camps. Of the tent camps te be 
tranformed, at an estimated cost of about $25,000,000, six are located in the West 
Coast area, 11 in the Southeast area and seven in the Southwest area of the United 
States. 

The term “hutment” is used to designate a solid sheathed roof with a two by 
four bracing placed over the standard tent frame. Two sections of the screen wire at 
replaced by plastic screen which is weatherproof, but which admits sunlight. Over 
the other sections of screen, wire, hinged plywood shutters are installed 

A revision of the electrical system and installation of new doors is also included 
in the “hutment” construction. The roof frames, completely sheathed, are built ip 
an assembly line production manner and trucked to the construction area t 
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assembled over the tent frames. After the roof frame is bolted into place, a com- 
posite shingle roof is added, having a six-inch metal stripping used as a crown and 
ridge row. The standard tent is built with a wood frame enclosed in screen, wire, 
gith canvas roof and sides, and it is this type which is being transformed. 

It was pointed out that the conversion will be accomplished progressively rather 
than simultaneously and that work schedules are being coordinated with local com- 
manders in an effort to cause minimum dislocation of existing garrison housing, and 
to take greatest advantage of local labor and material resources. 

An experiment to determine the advisability of changing tents to “hutments” was 
previously conducted at Ft. Jackson, 8S. C., where tent frames in the entire area oc- 
cupied by the 128th Field Artillery were successfully transformed. 


Army Warrant Officers—The new Warrant Officer regulation, A.R. 610-10, is now 
off the presses of the Government Printing Office and is being distributed to the field 
in large quantities without delay, to assist men in preparing for the scheduled ex- 
aminations for warrant officer (junior grade). The regulation combines all data on 
warrant officers, including band leaders and those in the Army Mine Planter Service, 
which was contained in all editions of AR 610-10, AR 610-15, and AR 610-20 and 
amending circulars, 

Much of the information on appointments, qualifications and the like, has been 
covered in circulars recently published in this paper and in the old regulations. Of 
particular interest, however, to those who have passed the preliminary tests for war- 
rant officer (junior grade) are Section V, which gives the subjects covered in the final 
educational examination, and Section VI, which gives the scope of the technical 
examinations. Other sections of the regulation are: I. General Information; II. Eli- 
gbility; III. Application; IV. Preliminary examination; VII. Additional Require- 
ments for appointment in certain arms and services; VIII. Army Mine Planter Ser- 
vice; IX. Band Leaders; X. Chief warrant officers ; XI. Temporary appointments, and 
XI. Forms. 


chemical Warfare Service—Speaking before the student body of the Oollege of 
William and Mary, Williamsburg, Va., Col. Maurice E. Barker, Chief of the Technical 
Division, Office of the Chief, Chemical Warfare Service, declared this week that “the 
chemist must do his part in finding acceptable substitutes for tin, nickel, chromium, 
satural rubber, brass, wool, quinine, and many other things which must be rationed 
and conserved to make our limited stockpiles of natural supplies meet the possible 
nilitary requirements.” 

He cautioned the students against accepting present developments as being 
“good enough” or of rejecting new ideas on the theory that “this thing cannot be 
done.” He characterized American production by saying that at the same time pro- 
duction officials are told to “make ten million items like this model,” that the “research 
department is told, ‘Make something better !’ ”’ 

In an outline of specific problems of chemistry whose solutions are of vital im- 
portance, Colonel Barker had this to say: 

“Rubber—We have half a dozen synthetic rubbers on the market for special 
purposes. We have a great stock of used rubber. It is essentially the chemists’ job 
tomake greater use of reclaimed rubber by treating it to ‘unvulcanize’ it and to re- 
store the molecules of the used rubber to their original state. For years we have 
played at this job. Today we need dreams and a flock of technicians to make new 
tubber from huge stockpiles of used rubber tires.” He added that “a pooling of the 
chemical and engineering knowledge and all patents on this subject has just been 
nade that should make us independent of Malaya plantations in a year. 

“Tin Substitutes—Other containers must be developed to replace the ubiquitous 
tinean.... Why not make such containers from cotton and corn cobs? It can be 
done, The cotton would be formed into sheets and these bonded with plastics from the 
rm cob, or from the protein residue left from corn during its processing into syrup. 

“Aluminum from Clay—We have comparatively little bauxite in the United 
States. Other proven supplies available to us are not inexhaustible, but there is plenty 
‘(aluminum in clay which is scattered over the entire U. S. A. The aluminum is 
there. We need it. It can be extracted, for a pilot plant has been operating on 
Tennessee clay for a year.” 

Colonel Barker told the students that the production of quinine presents “a 
challenge to the organic chemists. Are they going to sit placidly by and watch our 
2 malaria bearing mosquitoes wage a terrible bacteriological warfare for the 
Japs?” he queried, adding that “we need several million ounces yearly,” and that 
“nost of this comes from the plantations of the East Indies.” 

To replace the scarcity of corrosion resistant metals for chemical plant equip- 
ment, Colonel Barker suggested the “loan” of gold and silver from our government 
‘alts to provide linings of reaction kettles and stills. 

“What a joy a gold-lined reactor would be to the Plant Engineer, who prays 
“ch day that his precious 1000-gallon glass-lined reactor will not crack!” he said. 
“That gold would not be used up but would be doing its bit for national defense.” 

With regard to an expected wool shortage, Colonel Barker said, “If cotton 
‘ld be converted into a fiber having the desirable effect of wool, what a boon this 
Would be to the cotton farmer, the cotton mill owner, and the worker.” On vitamins 
he said, “A plentiful supply is essential for our national health and well-being. Im- 
Movements are in order.” On synthetic toluene, “A few years ago this material was 
4 dream, Now, thousands of gallons are pouring from our factories every day. The 
hb has just started, for without toluene there will be no TNT.” On butadiene, Colonel 

tker said, “Five years ago this was a rare chemical. Next year we will make 
thousands of tons. That will be a fair beginning but a beginning only. Starting 








Materials may be natural gases or buttermilk. Here is a great field for the organic 
chemist and the chemical engineer. Synthetic rubber is here to stay. For this we must 
Ye butadiene in great quantity and low price.” 

Calling for experimentation in the development of better military equipment, 
Colonel Barker said, “We need a lot of better things, such as a good ten cent dust 
Mask ; waterproof, air permeable, unwettable fabrics of many kinds for tents, gloves, 
me fire resistant cloth for use of guards in munition works, workmen in powder 

incendiary plants, and soldiers in tanks and airplanes; better smoke filters for 


saPeritying devices; new synthetic fibers having a diameter of a micron or less; 
others,” 


Army Air Forces—As yet there has been no decision regarding the study that was 
made relative to the elimination of the enlisted grade of flight sergeant and the 
abolition of the Air Corps’ newest training program, the 
aviation student pilot and navigator’s course. The study of 
the aviation student training program was made at the direc- 
tion of the Chief of Air Corps and has been completed and 
returned to that office. Officers of the Aviation Cadet Section, 
Air Corps, which has been handling the enlisted student pro- 
gram, stated this week that they had not received any word 
from the Office of the Chief of Air Corps regarding the study 


and assumed that the matter was still under study and 
=m advisement. 


The aviation student program, which has been in official 
estimates, inadequate in providing unlimited personnel for the Air Corps, is the 
méwest form of aviation training to be offered by the Air Corps. It was the first pro- 
gram to open flight training to enlisted men who did not have the qualifications to 
become aviation cadets. However, since the successive lowering of requirements for 
aviation cadet training, the Air Corps has two flight courses running parallel—one 
by which an enlisted man can become an officer, the other only a non-commissioned 
otlicer. The qualifications for the two courses are almost identical and officials regard 
it as very possible that the aviation student courses will be dropped and personnel and 
facilities made available to the aviation cadet program. 

Holding the rank of commissioned officer seems to run in the family among 
aviation cadets now in training at the Merced Air Corps Basic Flying School, Merced, 
Calif. No less than 11 of the fledgling pilots, who will themselves be second lieutenants 
in the Air Corps Reserve within a few months, claim kinship to present and past Army 
and Navy oflicers of the United States and other countries. Heading the list of those 
whose relatives ranked high among Army and Navy chieftans is Cadet George P. 
Turner, of Dallas, Tex., who is a second cousin to Admiral J. O. Richardson, who was 
commander of the Pacific fleet until July, 1941; and is also the great nephew of the 
late Brig. Gen. W. P. Richardson. “There isn’t a war our family hasn’t missed,” is 
the proud boast of Cadet John A. Temple, of Berkeley, whose father is a lieutenant 
colonel in the Army Engineers. 

Brig. Gen. George EK. Stratemeyer, new commanding general of the Southeast Air 
Corps Training Center, was welcomed to his headquarters at Maxwell Field, Ala., last 
week and at the same time became the first man to wear the distinctive new SEACTO 
insignia, The insignia, which will soon be donned by the entire personnel of the com- 
mand, embodies a demi-griflin, symbol of unassailable spirit, a clenched fist from 
which blaze seven shafts of lightning, symbolic of the Center’s seven phases of in- 
struction, and the motto “Prepare for Combat.” Ranking members of General Strate- 
meyer’s staff pinned the emblems to his shoulders on the day he took over his new 
duties, succeeding Col. Albert L. Sneed, who temporarily headed the Training Center 
when Maj. Gen. Walter R. Weaver was named acting Chief of the Air Corps. 

The new advanced flying school at Columbus, Miss., has been designated as Kaye 
Field in memory of the late Capt. Sam Kaye, of Columbus who was a flying hero in 
the first World War. Captain Kaye, first commander of the Columbus American 
Legion post, shot down eight planes and received four decorations as a member of 
Capt. Eddie Rickenbackers famous 94th Aero Squadron, Credited with being the first 
man to fly a plane under a bridge, Captain Kaye died in 1939. 





Signal Corps—An Accounting and Audit Section, staffed with erperienced account- 
ants and cost engineers, has been organized in the Legal Diviston, Materiel Branch, 
Office of the Chief Signal Officer. The principal functions of this new section are: to 
analyze financial statements submitted by contractors for advance payments; to 
audit and maintain permanent record of liability for payments by Defense Plant 
Corporation for facility expansions; to assist contracting officers in the necessary 
audition to determining government liability to contractors on contracts which are 
terminated for the benefit of the government; and to estimate the fair manufacturing 
cost of important items of Signal Corps equipment. 

The nomination of Col. James A. Code, jr., SC, Assistant Chief Signal Officer, 
Washington, D. C., to be a brigadier general (temp.) was sent to the Senate this 
week. Colonel Code has been on duty at the War Department since 17 Aug., 1941. 
Also included in the nominations to be brigadier general was that of Col. Roger B. 
Colton, SC, now Chief of the Materiel Branch, Office of the Chief Signal Officer. 

Taking cognizance to the increased number of reports of improper radio operation 
by tactical Army radio stations, the War Department has issued orders that constant 
vigilance in the supervision of radio operation be maintained. Particular emphasis, 
the War Department order stated is to be laid on: unnecessary transmission, the 
use of profanity, personnel conversations under the guise of service messages, and 
the use of transmitters for code practice. 


Armored Force—The Army’s T-1 heavy tank, the 60-ton behemouth that has been 
heaped with criticism solely because of its size and the inability of many highway 
bridges to support its weight, has passed preliminary Army tests with flying colors 
and has exceeded all expectations with respect to performance, The T-1 tank is the 
heaviest armored motor-driven vehicle ever built for the Army. It accommodates a 
six or seven man crew, is of cast-steel armor, and is the most heavily armed vehicle 
ever produced. The main sting of the T-1 is its 3-inch cannon which is coupled to 
a .87-mm. cannon, both of which have a high muzzel velocity. The turret of the T-1 
has a 360 degree traverse. Its double steel treads are protected by a steel apron. 

The most important move in the long-awaited adoption of a separate collar 
insignia and colors for the Armored Force was announced this week by Maj. Gen. 
Jacob L. Devers, Chief of the Armored Force, The colors, to be green and white, are 
already approved and the insignia is now being designed in Washington. 

At the present time the personnel of the Armored Force wear the insignia and 
colors of the basic branches—Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery, Corps of Engineers, 
Signal Corps, Ordnance, Quartermaster and Medical Corps, all of which are com- 
ponents of an Armored Division. Not all of these will be eliminated by adoption of 
the special Armored Force insignia, but the basic units of the Armored Force- the 
armored regiments, the armored reconnaissance battalions, and the headquarters 





of Armored Force, the Armored Corps, and the Armored Divisions—will wear the new 
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distinguishing insignia, Also wearing the insignia will be personnel of the Armored 
Force Replacement Training Center, the Armored Force School, the Armored Force 
Board, the Tank Group Headquarters, and the GHQ Reserve Tank Battalions. 


Coast Artillery Corps—The Officers’ Candidate Division, which has been operating 
as a part of the Coast Artillery School, Ft. Monroe, Va., since last July, will be moved 
to Camp Davis late this month filling the quarters vacated by the transfer of the 
Barrage Balloon Training Center to its new station at Camp Tyson, Paris, Tenn. 
The Officers’ Candidate Division will close at Ft. Monroe on 23 Feb. and open at 
Camp Davis on 2 March. 

The Officers’ Candidate Division started last July with the enrollment of 200 
students per quarter. Through successive increases it will rapidly be expanded at 
Camp Davis to 3,200 students in training at any given time. After 16 March 200 stu- 
dents per week will be enrolled for officer training. This will be increased to 268 
students per week by 2 March, according to present plans. Plans also contemp!*te 
the inclusion of colored candidates on an equal strength allotment basis with white 
troops. 

Col. H. R. Jackson, CAC, is commandant of the school. A large part of the staff 
and faculty that served with the school at Ft. Monroe will be transferred to Camp 
Davis. Facilities at Camp Davis for the new school were described as ideal. No 
difficulties in the transition of the school from Ft. Monroe were expected to be en- 
countered due to careful planning by Colonel Jackson and other Coast Artillery officers. 


Marine Corps—Highlighting a ceremony which saw a total of 718 regular and re- 
serve ofticers finish instruction courses at the Marine Corps Schools, Quantico, Va., 
commissions were awarded to 306 new second lieutenants who successfully completed 
the Officers’ Candidate Class. In addition to the 306 who were awarded commissions, 
348 were graduated from the Sixth Reserve Officers’ Class and 69 regulars and re- 
serves finished the Base Defense Weapons Class. Both of the latter courses are for 
furthering the military education of officers already holding commissions. 

Lt. Gen. Thomas Holcomb, Commandant of the Marine Corps, was the principal 
speaker at the services. He was introduced by Brig. Gen. 8. M. Harrington, Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps Schools. The assistant commandant of the Schools, 
Col. L. O. Shepherd, jr., administered the oath to the Candidates’ class graduates. 

General Holeomb, in his address to the graduates warned them against falling 
“into lax optimism.” “The Marine Corps,” he said, “in this war as in all its efforts 
before, must be prepared to tight against great odds—and to win. And we would be 
poor Marines indeed if we did not believe firmly in our ability to do just that. But let 
me caution you—as we at Headquarters have taken caution—not to fall into lax 
optimism, Unthinking optimism in war leads to disaster. It blinds us to reality and 
it robs us of determination. The foes we are facing will not be easy to beat. Their 
troops in many cases have been seasoned in combat. Their tactics and methods have 
been perfected in battle. 

“Initially, these factors will give the enemy an advantage. And we may expect to 
pay a reasonable price in losses to balance the score of experience. Therefore, I urge 
that in place of overconfidence, you cultivate the sober attitude which comes from 
knowing your job thoroughly and from seeing to it that your men know theirs. We 
who are strong are most vulnerable to the insidious infection of self-delusion. And 
this infection, should it be allowed to spread, would breed in us a weakness gravely 
detrimental to our conduct of war.” 

The Marine Corps has begun a program designed to sign up more than 5,000 college 
students as candidates for commissions in the Marine Corps Reserve, thereby supply- 
ing a large nungbér of junior officers required by the rapid expansion of the Corps. 
Already 62 officers have been assigned to serve as liaison officers with officials of more 
than 250 colleges over the nation which are cooperating with the program. Each of the 
officers will visit a group of colleges between 1 and 15 Feb. and interview applicants 
for candidates’ training. The officers will return in March and sign up acceptable 
applicants for the Marine Corps reserve. 

Strength of the Marine Corps passed the 100,000 mark in officers and men on 2 
Feb., Col. Frank Halford, USMC-Ret., Director of the Division of Recruiting, Head- 
quarters, announced this week. Since 7 Dec. the Marine Corps has taken in more than 
83,620 officers and men. Notable in this expansion, Colonel Halford pointed out, has 
been the complete freedom in the Marine Corps from bottlenecks which usually accom- 
pany such expansion. 

“Every recruit,” he said, “has been furnished adequate shelter and good barracks, 
uniforms, and a rigorous training under competent officer and non-commissioned officer 
instructors which converts the raw ‘boot’ into a competent Marine.” The number of 
regulars now in the Marine Corps is about 30,000 below the quota of 104,000 regulars 
which was originally established. At present more than one-fourth of the Corps is 
made up of reserves. Prior to the present wartime expansion, the greatest number of 
Marines on active duty at any one time was 75,101, reached on 11 Dee. 1918. 


United States Naval Academy—Read Adm. John R. Beardall, U. 8. N., assumed 
duty as Superintendent, U. 8S. Naval Academy, and additional duty as Commandant, 
Severn River Naval Command, at a brief ceremony in the Academic Board room, Ad- 
ministration Building, at 11 a.m. Saturday, 31 Jan., 1942. He relieved Capt. T. 8. 
King, U.S.N., who had been Acting Superintendent and Acting Commandant, Severn 
River Naval Command, since the detachment of Rear Adml. Russell Willson, U. 8. N., 
on 30 Dec., 1941. 

Due to the fact that Admiral Willson had been detached prior to the arrival of 
Admiral Beardall, the usual colorful ceremony of relieving command was not held. 
In lieu thereof, Admiral Beardall read his orders in the Academic Board room of the 
Naval Academy before all the heads of departments and brandhes of the Naval 
Academy. On completion of his reading of the orders, Rear Admiral Beardall’s flag 
was broken from the U.S.S. Reina Mercedes, Station Ship. The customary salute of 
thirteen guns to his flag was not fired on account of current restrictions. 

Rear Admiral Beardall assumes command at a time three classes of regular 
midshipmen, totalling 2522, are undergoing training, and one class of reserve mid- 
shipmen, totalling 674, are undergoing training in engineering duties. The reserve 
midshipmen reported for duty 9 Jan. for a training period of 120 days, at the end 
of which time they will be graduated and commissioned as Reserve Ensigns in the 
U. 8S. Navy. 


Bureau of Aeronautics—The most extensive aviation training program in all Naval 
history—an expansion of some 300 per cent in the induction rate of aviation cadets 
and a rigorous three month “toughening” program aimed at making Naval aviators the 
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toughest and most daring airmen in the world—was announced by the Navy Depart. nigo 
ment this week. The new program is designed to train Navy and Marine Corps fighter # (niv 
and bomber pilots at a starting rate of 30,000 per year.

Bataan Wounded at Australia 

The SS Mactan, Red Cross hospital 
ship, carrying almost 200 wounded men 
from General Douglas MacArthur’s 
Philippine forces, has arrived safely in 
Sydney, Australia, Chairman Norman H. 
Davis announced this week. 

Nelson Johnson, American Minister to 
Australia, cabled Mr. Davis that the 
wounded had been landed and were “be- 
ing satisfactorily cared for.” 

The SS Mactan, granted safe conduct 
by the Japanese Government, left Manila 
1 Jan. under charter to the American Red 
Cross. It was painted with Red Croas 
symbols, and doctors and nurses from the 
Philippine Red Cross were aboard to care 
for the wounded, according to advices 
received here. 





Absence Proof of Death 

The President has vetoed H. R. 4787, 
holding that, though the purpose of the 
proposed act was commendable, it would 
bar claimants from relief through State 
courts which at present can make deter- 
mination as to the death of a missing 
person.

Civilian Defense School 

First of several new schools to be 
opened, a War Department Civilian De- 
fense School will commence on 11 Feb., 
at the Leland Stanford University, Pao 
Alto, Calif.

field of the venereal diseases, putting it in a way that all can understand, the whole 
class is seven per cent under what it was in the previous year.” 

On the matter of the scientifically exciting use of sulfanilamide, Admiral Me- 
Intire related that the Navy is making extensive use of the drug, pointing out that it 
has “revolutionized the treatment of gonorrhea,” often resulting in acute symptoms 
disappearing after four or five days treatment. He added that “some of the fine work 
that was done with this drug out in the Pearl Harbor disaster is just outstanding, 
and when we are able to give out the figures of the cases, when we can really publish 
them, it will be a great help to surgery all over this country.” 

Admiral McIntire further revealed that by the end of the fiscal year 1943, a total 
of 40,000 beds will have been provided for Navy personnel, of which some 2,000 would 
probably be parts of mobile hospital units whose value was praised highly during the 
hearings. 

Towards the end of Admiral McIntire’s testimony, Rep. Plumley, of Vt., said: 
“Admiral, I should like, on behalf of the committee, instead of sending flowers to your 
funeral, to tell you that it is the well-considered opinion of this committee that you 
are the most competent executive in charge of your branch that has ever appeared 
before this committee.” He said to Admiral McIntire that “you may take that as a 
genuine statement and not a flowery speech.” 


Japanese Army—The current issue of the Jnfantry Journal, in an article written by 
Lt. John C. Scofield, declares that the army Japan is matching against the Democracies 
is well fed, cleanly uniformed and about as completely equipped as that of any belliger- 
ent today. “Much of its materiel is old-fashioned and of conservative design, but what 
it lacks in improvements is balanced by plentiful quantities,” the Journal points out. 

The Journal estimates that the Japanese one year ago had a million men under 
arms—one out of every seventy of her population. “Another one out of every seventy 
had been killed in fighting. The million still alive and under arms was organized into 
sixteen and one-half regular and reserve divisions of 25,000 men each, nine newly- 
organized divisions of three (instead of four) regiments, with a nominal strength of 
18,000 men each; twelve independent brigades of 12,500 men each, two cavalry 
brigades ; communications, engineer, and medical specialists totaled an estimated 
100,000 more men; also there were possibly five other infantry divisions of 20,000 
men each. 

“Rifles, carbines, and machine guns are of caliber 6.5-mm, (.256 inch) and fire the 
same cartridge which looks like our obsolete 6-mm. Lee-Navy cartridge. Of fairly 
recent adoption (pre-19209) is the 139-grain flatbase spitzer bullet, which is carried in 
the rifle at almost 2,700 feet a second before the 33-grain nitro-cellulose powder charge, 
The cartridge is semi-rimless, with an abrupt shoulder and is 2.98 inches over all.” 
The Journal then describes the Arisaka (Meiji 38) rifle which was also described in 
the ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL on 24 Jan. 

‘ar more modern than either the carbine or rifle is Japan's model-1925 Nambu 
automatic pistol,” the Journal continues. “Of German-inspired design and outwardly 
patterned after the Luger-Parabellum, it is issued in two calibers: 8-mm. eight 
round capacity for noncoms and 7-mm, seven-round capacity for officers. It is made in 
Japan and is the best finished, most practical Japanese small arm. Like the Colt 45 
it can be entirely dismounted without the use of tools. It weighs less than the Colt 
(1.98 pounds) and has almost as few parts. The cartridges are rimless and look like 
Luger ammunition, bottle-necked in shape. The 8-mm. bullet weighs 102 grains and 
is of hardened lead. The muzzle velocity is just over 950 feet per second. 

“* ** The Japanese Army has nothing that can strictly be designated as an AT 
weapon but combines dual-purpose AT infantry accompanying arms for the purpose, 
The lightest is the 37-mm. model 1922 infantry gun. With an extreme range of about 
five miles, it casts a 1.43-pound explosive shell through its 42-inch barrel at a muzzle 
velocity of nearly 1,500 feet a second, The gun weighs only 90 pounds and has a lateral 
traverse of 12 degrees, vertical from minus 30 degrees to plus 33 degrees. With 
practically no Chinese tank forces to worry about, Japanese AT guns are yet relatively 
untried, and until the Philippine invasion had seen heavy duty only in their capacity 
as light infantry supporting weapons. 

“*** Japan spends about $75,000 apiece on her big tanks, which closely resemble 
some of our U. S. types. The heavies are armed with three-inch and 37-mm, guns 
while Nambu light machine guns are used from ports. A three-quarter-inch armor 
protects their four-man crews. They can rumble along at fifteen miles an hour over 
almost any kind of terrain and have been extensively used in operations in China, 
Japan also has lighter tanks and full and half-track armored vehicles. They have big 
armored troop and supply trains which will run on rails and can quickly be switched 
to roads on bumpy solid tires.”

Financial Digest 

The major industry of the country, 
which has turned out 85,985,000 automo- 
biles and trucks since 1900, has shut down, 
and henceforth will make machines to 
win the war. The dead line for the ter- 
mination of car manufacturing was fixed 
for 1 Feb., and the larger companies com 
plied with it, leaving only a few, which 
had not finished their January quotas, 
to continue operations until 10 Feb. Thus 
for the duration has been closed an indus 
try, which has had great economic and 
social effects upon the world. To ease the 
situation of dealers having 524,000 new 


passenger automobiles in stock, Price 
Commissioner Henderson has agreed to 


allow the sale of 75%, but at the same 
time has fixed maximum wholesale and 
retail prices in accordance with a car 


rationing program which will become ef 
fective 26 Feb. Under the Henderson or 
der, retail prices are fixed at factory list 
prices for all makes and models, with 
dealers permitted to add the Federal ex 
cise tax, allowance for transportation and 
an allowance designed to compensate for 
the expense of holding until 
The prices will allow a reasonable profit 
to dealers. Twenty-five per cent of the 
available new cars will be “stock piled” 
for sale in 19438 and afterwards 


cars sold. 


Conversion to war of some of the plants 
has been delayed by a shortage of tool 
makers and other skilled laborers, and 
another difficulty being overcome, is that 
of obtaining expert munitions foremen. 
However, already General Motors is de 
livering Allison plane engines, trucks,

Ford has delivered Pratt and Whitney 
plane engines, trucks and jeeps. Ap 
proaching completion is its huge Willow 
Run plant, where will be assembled con 
solidated B-24 liberator bombers. Ford 
also will produce the latest model medium 
tanks in the River Rouge and Highland 
Park plants. To date, Chrysler has de 
livered more than 55,000 special Army 
trucks and scout cars and several hundred 
medium tanks per month, and is preparing 
to turn out fuselage sections for Martin 
B-26 bombers. In conjunction with the 
Firestone Tire and Rubber Company, it 
is producing Bofors anti-aircraft cannon. 
Hudson is at work on plane engine parts ; 
Nash, large quantities of truck trailers; 
Studebaker, a large assembler of Army 
ears, is finishing three plants to make 
Wright plane engines, and Graham-Paige 
and armament 
contributions.

week per person. The normal consump 
tion of sugar in this country is approxi 
mately 7,000,000 tons a year, of which 
5,000,000 tons are consumed by individu 
als, and the other 2,000,000 tons by indus 
try. The sugar production in the United 
States is just 2,000,000 tons, and 
the balance has received, 2,000,000 
tons from Cuba and 1,000,000 tons each 
from Hawaii and the Philippines. It will 
be impossible to obtain any sugar supply 
from the Philippines until we shall have 
gained control of the sea and air in the 
Pacific, and of the danger from 
submarines and the shipping shortage, full 
eargzoes from Hawaii cannot be expected 
There is thus in prospect a reduction of 
at least 1,500,000 tons for American con 
sumption. It is probable an increase in 
home production and imports from Cuba 
will make up the deficiencies from the 
Pacific dependencies However, there has 
been hoarding, our export of sugar to our 
Allies must be augmented in order par 
tially to meet their needs, and in addition,

compel us to develop a stock pile. Fur 
ther, the conversion of sugar into indus 
trial alcohol will be intensified. Gover 
ment estimates are that 5,300,000 tons will 
be available for domestic use this year, 
and it is this estimate which is responsi 
ble for the decision to ration. 





Merchant Marine 

Imports of ten important raw materials 
essential to the nation’s war production 
effort rose to 6,500,000 tons in 1941, com 
pared to 2,250,000 tons in 1938, the Mari 
time Commission revealed late last week 
in an announcement which stated that ir 
the last six months of 1941 imports of 
these commodities were almost as large 
as for the entire calendar year 1940. 

The percentage increase for the caletr 
dar year 1941, compared to 1938 reveals 
imports of bauxite increased by 195 per 


cent, chrome, 240 per cent; copper, 205 
cork, 108; graphite, 693; mica, SS: man 
ganese, 136; rubber, 145; tin, 279, and
